DIR vows and acclamations of all the World, the bolder ad- 

& dreſſes of ſome particular Perſons : Soacceſlary is your good- 
neſs ro your own diſquiet : And as offences are umncreaſt by the 
encouraging permiſſion of Superiours, fo is this the only Crime 
your Sacred Majeſty ever favoured with your Connivance , by 
the unjuſt Martyrdome of =_ own Paricnce waking an Atonement for the 
rude fins of thole sſpiring Invocations, But were this time lefs pregnant with 
examples of your Indulgence, or your Subjeds Irhportunities, yer I ſhould hope, 
that this cranſgreſſion nught be venial, and be interpreted an unreſ1rainable effuſion 
of his joyes, who chuſes rather to diſcloſe his reſenements of our publique teli> 
cities by this affe&ionate preſumption, than to {mother your virtues and his own 
admiration by roo wy ew a ſilence, Many have applauded the miraculous, 
though long expected change of your Fortune , and with early Salutes, like the 
Perſians , ran out betimes to carchthe firſt glimple of your Sun rifing out of the 
Sea of affli&tion, not conſidering whether your clear morning might be . overcalt 
with the dark vapours of ill Government drawn up too frequently by the ac- 
erative heat of proſper 3 bur now thatby your long Continuance in this our 
Sphere , welſce, and joytully admire the Conſtant and indiſteraper'd ſerenity of 
your Juſtice, and find by undeceiv'd experience, that the- influence of your in- 
creaſing PerfeRions warms, no lefs, than the ſplendour of your Greatneſs in» * 
lightens us, it is no wonder, the moſt contemprible of thole Worm, that creep 
upon this your Earth, ſhould be drawn our ar Jait, and in{pir'd withan unuſual ala- 
crity to the diſcharging of a duty which he finds as impoſſible to be omitred, as to 
be well perform'd. Then Royal Sir, fince Heaven ha's fmoorh'd tne brows of

You are tke individual Soul 
and Genius of this great Nation , ſolely appropriated by Nature to aftuate, and 
inform its przdiſ; [ed Organs, and it is no wonder tk.cre ha's been ſo long a ſuſ- 
penſion of your Animating faculties , and a kind of Political trance in tl:<le three 
Kingdoms, fince the chictcſt veflcls of Lite and Motion in this your Body have 
beertobſtructed by many crudeand depraved hum ours, whilitthe nobler gnd more 
Vial Parts, hayiag loſt great quantirics of, Blood, ſuftergd under a Loyal Lethar- 
gy, and wcre almoſt exringuithed ; Bur when an over-ruling Providence, accor- 
dng to its juſt and even mcaſures, had cr.olc a {calon fitteſt to remove the fatal 
ſymproms of this expiring Body , andiiad ſwept, andclanſed this &filed Houſe 
for your reception , you camebacko the Nat:on, and the Nation came back to its 
{clf, you returned after ſo tedious an Ecciipſe to the anticnt Splendor r,and Dignity 
duc ro your Sacred Majcſty by a triple Title, your Birth, your Merits, and the Dee» 
fires of your People. Then let the World torgert the records of Antiquity, and 
rcad no LeEures, but on your Aions 3 Let mien be convinc'd of their Cruelty

England, than England to you , piouſly reſolving, though your ſure was depending 
longer, to over-come your own Subjc&s by Law, and your other Encmies by 
Arms. Ir was by thoſe well manag'd adveriities you tad occation to. n ake your 
* Greatneſs more 1lluſtrious, and as thcre could no doubt ariſe of your Title, and 
priority of degree , ſo you endeavour'd there ſhould be none ar all of your ſupcri- 
Ority in Virrue, and peculiar aptitude ro govern. For many Princes plac'd in an 
advantagious l:ght, and at that diſtance, which Majcſty requires , have appcar'd 
like Pitures in perſpe&ive, more profound, and capacious, more wiſe and virtrous 
than a cloſcr. inſpc&ion would have render 'd them : and though that Virtues ( as 
one ſaics well ) have their falſe rcſemblances, as Divinitics have their Idols, yer 
your accompliſhments are rcal, and unqueſtionable, and have paſt the rovch-ſtone 
of adverlſc fortune, ſhining through the darkeſt of calamities, and ow-ng nothing 
roche glittering varniſh of ſucces, To your Fortitude you Fave annex'd her con- 
ſtant aſſociate Clemency , which is ſo eminently conſpicuous and admirable in all 
your ARions, and ſo congenial to your Heroique ſoul , that it ſcems to ke your 
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piec'd together ſo many inconſiſteht Factions, ſo many difſonant Religivris + You 
arethe firſt that ever tound our" the pr#ternatural art of uniting Contraries , 

making fire and water joyn without the deſtruction cf one Species; The Har- 
mony of your Government is made more ſweet and muſical by the friendly diſcord 
of. ſeveral Parties; and you handle ſo dexterouſly the charm:ing Inſtrument of 
Peace, thar like Orpheus, Wild-beaſts and men'do equally follow you, You have 
ranyd the bellowing 1ndependent, and the bleating Presbyterian : rhe barking Qua- 
ker, and rhe biting. Anabuptifi.. You have unired Pulpits and Tubs, Surplices and 
Cloaks, limber Preciſeneſs and ſtarched Formality, You have reconcil'd things of 
cthe-greareſt Antipathies,. our Ears ro: Drums and Trumpets, our Eycs to red 
Coars and Crofles, our Hands to Swords, and our Purſes ro Money, In your ab- 
ſence we were more naked than the /4iazs, becauſe unarm'd , it being more nes 
ceſfary to repell the injuries of men, chan thoſe of rhe weather : bur in ſome kind 
of Jultice they proportion'd: our ſtrength cothe ſhare of Riches they lefr us, and 
having nothing to loſe, we had leſs need-of defending our ſelves; Bur ſince thar 
now we bleſs thoſe Miſeries that have receiv'd ſo glorious a Conſolation, we may 
with as much freedome as integrity aſſert a cruch which was a Paradox in the late 
equalizing times , that a Glorious Court under a Righteous King does ever make 
a wealthy Nation, and that the Plentiful Hoſpitality and ſpletidid Bravery, fors 
merly call'd the Luxury , and Vanity of che Gentry, are the moſt indiſpetiſable 
Agions and effential Virtues of a Political Government , it according to the 
maxims of the Republicans themſclves, rhe increaſe of Trade, the rclick and em- 
ployment of the Poor, the depreſſion of the Nobil:ty from roo monſtrous an in- 
creaſe, and the elvation of thc Commonalty may, be reputed the chief 1htcteſts of 
a Nations happineſs and ſecurity. For whereaNwcalth before was retir'd into 
ſolitary Crecks, and had no reflux into rhe Community, it is now deriv'd through 
bountitull Chanels upon che lower grounds, and Convcy'd to ferrilize all barren 
places according to their neceiſities : ſo.thar there is nor only a mutual commus 
nication of Riches,. bur frequently a rranſm-gration of Eſtates , and to make For- 
rune have ſome equity in. her changes, out of the aſhes of one family ariſes ano- 
ther, and each one takes ſuccefſively rieir viciſſirudes of Plenty, There is indubi- 
tably in the body Polirique no lefs, than in the Natural, a Cuculation : and trea- 
ſure, like Blood, muſt firſt be convey'd uno the Nobler Parts, thento the Reſt, 


elſe there will enſue a PutrefaRion of the whole Maſs, a Decay of Commerce, 


and gencral Poverty. If then the Emperour C al:zula, tearing an oblivion of his 
Name, conld wiſh himſclt the happineſs of having his Government ſignaliz'd to 
Poltcriry for ſome publique Calamities, how much more Glorious an Immortality 
may your Majcſty promiſe ro your Self , whoſe proſperous Reign, though your 
Vircues were filent, would be to all ages recommended as the Golden ſcafon, and 
pregnant harveſt of Englands moſt tranſcendent and diffuſive felicitics > Your 
Majcſties Thanktulneſs ro your Friends is no leſs eminent than your Mercy to your 
Encmics ; nor are your favours to your Servants (as was faidof a Cardinals ) like 
thoſe of Eunuchs to women, thar they never grow great by them, but ſuch as 
fully ſarisfic the moſt arrogant and Complaining merits, and make them pregnant 
in Aﬀection, and Loyalty , and produ&tve of good ſervices to your Majeſties ho- 
nour, and the publique Uriliry : bn fince that benefits ro ungratcful men, or un- 
deſcrving, are like great ſumms of Money thrown away to unthrifrs, you give your 
larger talents to your better Stewards, making your moderation obvious ro Poſte- 
rity, in having rais'd up none unto the Peerage, but ſuchas have been inſtrumental 
to your Return, or inſeparable in your Sufferings , judging rightly, that a nume- 


; rous Nobility, ts like the fixed Stars, whoſe multitude makes them ſeverally lefs 


conſiderable, but few and choice ones are like the Planers, every one of which 
ha's ſome proper excellency, and remarkable morion. But amongſt the well cho- 
ſen objc&s of your Judicious Liberaliry , we find the chief to be rhe rwo great 
Pillars of your Kingdome, your Cato, and your Fabics , your Cato is that grave 
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Senator and Skilful Pilot , who in the Kougheſt Seas, though your Majeſty ever 
held che teen your ſelf, yer help'd to guide your courſe ſo right,thar you never ſtruck 
_ the ſhallow Promiſes of forein Princes, bur kept Rill even in the ſafer chane] 

your Subjects AﬀeRions , and who. in this ſcafen of Tranquility, adviſes your 
Majeſty not to be becalm'd, but fill ro make ſome orderly progrels in your motion 
to glory. This is ous 4tlas , upon whoſe ſhoulders'lies the burden of theſe three 
Ki s, in whoſe headare conſerv'd the Axioms of eternal truth for the Go» 
vernment of this Nation, and in whoſe breaft —_ the univerſal equity, or the 
mitigated Juſtice of our Severer Laws. Your Fabius is he , who by his prudent 
.and proſperous CunGation reſtor'd the antient Glory of the Engliſh World, who 
finding himſelf nor able to grapple with the monſtrous VV hale of the Con:mon- 
wealth, baired, tickled; and play'd with her ſo long, till at length the Tides forſook 
her, and left her to his mercy on the'dry Land, Tis he , who when the wearied 
Arms of long containling) owns could no longer | ſupport -your unſucceſsful 
Standards, recovered the Ark our of the hands of the Philiſtines , wi.ich thoſe 
bold Rebels who would have touch'd or pry'd into, like #zz7ab periſh'd, and 
with a moſt religious caution relign'd up faithfully co your Majcſty your moſt ſa- 
cred and incommunicable Throne, abſolving at once, and gloritying the Engliſh 
Nation, We owe to him, more than-our {clves, thatis, your Majeſty, and this 
bankrupt Nation muſt ever be indebted to him, ſince it has nothing to give him 
of equal value with that incftimable Preſent. Some Princes have made uſe of 
their Miniſters 10 be Skreens of envy from their People , yours are the Receivers, 
and taſtcrs of their affeion ; ſince there can be nothing Commanded by your 
Majeſty, which your SubjeRs wiſhes do not prevent, nothing wiſh'd by your Subs 
jets, which your Majeſiies commands: do: not Confirm, Nor does the favour 
ehey obtain from the People, by rhus humouring thems with your pleaſing injunRi- 
ons, impair at all , or leſſen the Peoples indearments to your Majeſty, fince their 
loye is as over-flowing, and inexhauſtble,as the Sources of it, your Royal Virtues, 
and *tis almoit a Paradox to think we are no more in love with Virtue, ſince we 
are ſo much with You; When your Majeſty had thus ſacrifiz'd royour own Gra- 
titude in the remuneration of your Friends , ro your generoſity in the abſolution 
of your Enemies, and to your wiſdome in the re-cſtab nt of your diſorder'd 
Realms, when you were I ſay by theſe heroique Steps arriv'd at the ſupreme point 
of ſingle feliciry , what remain'd there to the accumulated meaſutes of your rem- 
poral enjoyments, bur the poſſcflion of a Perſon of ſuch rare endowments , that 
in the adorning of her, Fortune and Beauty have been zxmulous competitors, in 
the preſenting of her to your Royal Bed, her Birth and Virtue paſhonate Rivals, 
and there is nothing left to terminate ſo. intricate a diſpute, bur the Conceſhon of 
her univerſal ar en ? for as cach mans foul is ro his human nature, ſo ſhe is 
yours in all, and yours in evety one.

"Tis ſhe alone that can return you one perfcRion for another, exchange Content- 
ments, and mingle Virtucs: For Marriage , which is Natures trucit multiplying- 
glaſs, makes us not only ſee our ſelves without loſs of quantity divided into nume- 
rous progenies, but cauſes roo a murual tratifmigration of al Concernments, and 
does ſo perfedtly colle& rhe ſcarter'd Beams of Viriwue, Fame and Greatncls, thar 
what bcfore was fingly glorious receives by it a double illuſtration, and by re- 
ficxion on Poſterity renders us thoſe duplicates of happineſs innumerable. And 
how could penitent Forrune after the noble prclent of a Kingdome \mprove her 
Liberaliry bur by conterring on you- a grearcr gift, A Glorious Queen ? For 
Nature too ſeems to have been fo carefully intent in the premeditation, and con- 
trivance of this great March ,; that like an over-bulicd Houlc-wilc, ſhe forgor all 
other affairs in this our Ifland, and left us inthe greateſt diſorder and contuſion

thoſe raviſhing ſweets that are the ſole Antidotes to Adverſe Fortune, and the 
chicf ingredients of the moſt flattering Profperiry , without which the infipid 
World ha's nothing that relliſhes to: the elevated taſte of man, to which all orher 
luke-warm pleaſures are butas Dreams, or the ſlumbring remembrances of our 
Morrality , little conſtrained motions to keep our ſelves awake from the ſleep of 
Eternity, exerciz'd with as much indifferency as they are accompliſn'd with <diſ- 
larisfaQtion : whilſt Beaury, the moſt uniting cement both of Souls and Bodits; 
aſſociating herſelf with Friendſhip to give duration to her effes, entertains, and 
foments the Lethargy of this benu Life, with a moſt Medicinal fountain of 
ardent defires, boyling up perpetually into the chaſt and czleſtial delights of never- 
ſurfering Fruitions. Ir is the fate of Virtues, as of Friends, ſomerimes to be at 
odds with one another , and though their cauſe and end of Aion be the ſame, 
yer in their mediate operations, they do not ſcldome ſeem incompetible : bur 
ſince that vulgar Impoſſibilities are but Heroes cafic Recreations, we may obſerve, 
that. as your Majcſty has the bleſſed Art of reconciling Factions, and felt-oppoſing 
Vice in others , you have another no leſs glorious to joyn all diffcring and unac- 
quainred Virtues 1n your ſelf : for there appears to be in the heavenly frame of 
your mind, a Conſtellation of endowments rarely ſociable z Acuteneſs of Wir, 
and Solidiry of Judgment 3 Gravity of Aſpe&, and Plcaſantncls of Humour 3 
an unreſtrained Power , anda moſt render Civility ; an carly Apprehenſion, and 
a mature Prudence, You have a fervent kindneſs for your Friends, and no inflexi- 
ble hatred to your Enemies : You are a paſſionate Lover of right, and as calm a 
Forgiver of wrong. You enjoy the nakedneſs of truth by Contemplation , and 
cloath it in the moſt ingenious Ornaments of Diſcourſe, You have a Soul rich- 
ly furniſh'd with heroique Paſhons, and an incredible remper in their Government; 
and Order, You have many Pleaſures that are your Favourites , but none thar 
miſlead your Virtue, that is their Soveraign, In fine, your Judgment never errs, 
bur when it is Seduc'd by the powerfull impoſture of your ſelf-injurious Cle 
mency , and your Goodnefs ſo diſciplines and turours your Greatneſs, that we 
never taſte of the ſharper ſtreams of Juſtice, till they have run through the Royal 
Corre&ives of Tenderneſs, and Humanity. Yet aftcr all theſe Excellencies, and 
eruly Royal Prerogatives , give me leave to tell you, you have left a general dif- | 
content in the hearts of all your Subje&s , I -mean a diſquictin he 
deſire to attempt a thing they can never accompliſh, A perfe& Copy of your 
Virtnes, For men muſt propoſe you as a pattern for their Wiſhes , not their 
Hopes, and 'tis a loyal Virtue to Imitate thoſe perteRions, which 'ris a rebellious 
preſumption to think to Parallel. Vhar need then thoſe ſuperfluous Oarhs of 
Allegiance, and Supremacy > wherefore ſhould they ſo ſollicicouſly bind our pre- 
ingaged affeRions > Thoſe are bur feeble props ro rottering Monarchs , bur to 

our Majeſty who is ſo unremoveably fix't in the very Centre of our hearts, the 

aw-giver, and the Law ir ſelf, the Precept, and the Pattern of theſe three King- 
doms , what needs there any greater ſecurity thanthoſe przvious Oaths, and vo= 
luntary Reſolutions, that every one has made within himſelf, romake your Service 
the moſt ambitious aim of all his ations? Since the ſame rule that makes you 
our Superiour, Commands us at once to Obey your Perſon, and Imitate your 
Virtues , andthe Divinity it {elf ha's included in one duty, borh his own Venera- 
tion, and your Obedience.
